Julia Lathrop to Return, 
After Leaving Under 
Yates Regime. 


A general investigation of state penal and 
charitable institutions and of state depart- 
ments, undertaken by Gov. Deneen, is about 
to yield results. The jolt given former state 
treasurers and auditorg, “ delinquent ”’ to the 
extent of $321,000—a jolt which already has 
placed $100,000 back in the state treasury— 
was the first of a series. The others are to 
come. 

A complete reorganization of the state 
board of charities will be the next. The re- 
organization is certain. It is expected to be 
made next week. 

One of the interesting features cf this 
change in the control of the charitable in- 
stitutions of the state will be the reappoint- 
ment of two Chicagoans who resigned from 
the board of charities when Yates appointed 
J. Mack Tanner secretary of the department 
in spite of their protests against what they 
termed the handing over of the asylums of 
the state to politics. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch of Sinai congregation 
and Miss Julia Lathrop of Hull House will 
again take up the state work whieh they 
dropped when Yates put Tanner in office. 

Dr. Hirsch will go back on the board of 
charities, but Miss Lathrop is more likely 
to be appointed a trustee of one of the insti- 
tutions, probably to the board of the School 
for Girls at Geneva. 

History of the Resignations. 

The circumstances and consequgnces of 
their retirement from the board are distinct- 
ly remembered by politicians even now. It 
made enemies for Yates in all the reform 
and sociological societies in the state. When 


he first proposed to appoint Tanner, Dr. | 


Hirsch and Miss Lathrop protested. When 
he insisted, In spite of their pratests against 
throwing the board into politics, they re- 
signed and in sending their resignations de- 
clared their opinion regarding the adminis- 
tration in vehement terms, asserting that the 
administration had broken all preélection 
pledges regarding the charitable institutions 
and that they would not continue in places of 
authority over asylum management when 
such a policy prevailed in the governor's 
office. 

Tanner has remained secretary of the 
board, but it is certain that the reappoint- 
ment of Dr. and the appointment of [ 
Miss Lathrop to a place on an institution 
board could eome only with the understand- 
ing that the sécfetary be dropped.

New York, Dec. 22.—[Special.]~By a deal, 
which was completed in all except details to- 
day, not only are al) the surface, elevated, 
and subway railways of New York City and 


sidiary Metropolitan lines, was also strong, 
and Brooklyn Rapid Transit shared in the 
general movement. This movement in trac- 
tion stocks was in addition to the heavy ad- 
vance on Thursday. 

Announcement of the merger immediately 
raised questions concerning the future of 
rapid transit subways in this city. It was 
only last May that the rapid transit commie 
sion approved routes for additional lines, the 
estimated cost of which is at least $150,000,000 
The routes are laid out in such a manner that 
they alternate, and would admit competition 
for the privilege of constructing and operat- 
ing them. Both the Metropolitan and the 
Interborough expressed willingness to bid, 
and it is this which led the commission to in- 
dorse such ambitious plans for extension of 
the traffic facilities of the whole city. 

The merger means there will be no longer 
any competition for these routes unless pri- 
vate bidders with the necessary capital are 
scared up. This contingency 1s looked upon 
as remote. The city itself can scarcely hope

Mr. Coggeshall also has been president of 
the Lawyers’ Title Insurance company since 
its organization. This concern increased its 
capital stock after the Lawyers’ Mortgage 
company had made its big increase in 1901. 


Nothing Doing the Next Time. 

Mr. Coggeshall approached the Mutual’s 
officers in regard to taking some of this stock 
also, but in an entirely different spirit than he 
had shown in the former proposition. He 
saw Frederic Cromwell, at that time treas- 
urer of the Mutual and now acting president. 

The witness said that he told Mr. Cromwell 
that he would be glad to have the Mutual Life 
take 1,000 shares of the Lawyers’ Title etock 
if it actually was to be turned over to the 
company, but that if it was to he treated the 
way the Lawyers’ Mortgage stock had been, 
why the company wasn’t particular about 
making the sale. 

Mr. Coggeshall said that he told Mr. Crom- 
well plainly he understood that all of the 
Lawyers’ Mortgage stock had gone to in- 
dividuals and not to the company.

Doctored Report for Years. 

It also was shown at today’s hearing that 
the Mutual Life has for several years doc- 
tored its annual statement to the state 
insurance department, and that this was 
done with the knowledge of the department’s 
chief examiner, Isaac Vanderpoel. The 
company’s net profits on security invest- 
ments year after year have been concealed 
in the report to the state superintendent 
through the arbitrary marking off of enor- 
mous amounts on real estate valuations and 
the entry of the balance on the profit and 
loss account. 

Documents were produced showing that 
this had been done on personal instructions 
from President Richard A. McCurdy and 
Vice President Robert A. Granniss. One 
document produced was entirely in Mr. 
Granniss’ handwriting. It contained in de- 
tall the entries which the auditor was to 
make. 

Millions Annually Marked Off. 


In 1901, for instance, there was a net gain 
to the Mutual on sales of securities of $1,- 
707,971. Under the instructions of the presi- 
dent or vice president an arbitrary reduction 
of $1,350,000 was made the valuation of 
the Mutual Home office building in this city. 
This adjustment not only made the book 
value of the real estate appear $1,350,000 less 
than it was, but it put the net profit at 
only $422,560, 

In 1904 the net profits from securities were 
$1,086,410. In the adjustment $1,047,625 was 
marked off the real estate, actually showing 
on the books no profit at all. 

Mr. Hughes brought out the fact that there 
had been an adjustment of the accounts in 
this manner in the present year, as of June 
30. The net gain on securities up to that 
date was $2,076,291, and $5,000,000 was wiped 
off the real estate valuations. It was this 
} adjustment which was superintended by 
Vice President Granniss. 


Fixed Books; Invited Inquiry. 

Charies A. Preller, the Mutual’s auditor, 
was asked how it happened that this adjust- 
ment had been made in the middle of the 
year. The witness said that he had acted 
under instructions. 

Well, it never was done before in the 
middie of the year,“ said Mr. Hughes.

It was along about thie time that the 
Mutual’s management announced that it had 
invited the state insurance department to 
step in and make an investigation. 

These adjustments would, of course, cover 
up extravagance on the buildings, and would 
put the buildings on the basis of earning a 
fair income. The manipulations also would 
put the real estate valuations on a basis 
where they could be increased later in the 
event of its being necessary through losses on 
securities to increase the assets.

BRITISH WAR ON THE MUTUAL. 


Lord Alfred Harmsworth, Proprietor of 
the Daily Mail, Demands Removal 
of President Peabody. 


LONDON, Dec. 22.—Lord Alfred Harms- 
worth, proprietor of the London Daily Mail 
and of thirty other {nfluential and widely read 
daity and weekly newspapers and magazines 
in England, has declared war on the Mutual 
Life Insurance company of New York be- 
cause of the election of Mr. Peabody to the 
presidency. 

Lord Harmsworth bases his hostility to 
Peabody on the ground that the Standard 
Oil company man knows nothing about life 
insurance. He insists that Peabody be re- 
moved and that an insurance man of sound 
judgment, of known ability, and of conserva- 
tive ideas should be appointed. 

The great London journalist began his war 
on the Mutual on Dec. 8, when he sent the 
following cablegram to the company at New 
York: 

I am insured in your company for $260,- 
000, and do not desire to injure your com- 
pany. However, unless a sound insuranco 
man of proved capacity and undoubted integ- 


.rity is appointed to the presidency I shall be 


forced to attack the company in the interests 
of British policy holders in all my newspapers 
and periodicals. Please show this cable to the 
Truesdale committee. HARMSWORTH.” 

The Mutual's only notice of the message 
was an order to D. C. Haldeman, its general 
manager for Great Britain, to keep Harms- 
worth quiet.” 

On Dec. 12 Lord Harmsworth sent another 
message to the Truesdale committee in New 
York, saying: 

„Have seen Haldeman, but must adhere 
to my decision. I have the highest admire- 
tion for the Mutual's financial administra- 
tion, which could not be in better hands than 
the present trustees. But the insurance side 
has been neglected seriously. You need only 
refer to the board of trade returns to confirm 
this. In January, 1889, you added £9 14s 10d 
($48.70) to a £100 ($500) policy five years old, 
while in 1908 a similar policy received only 
£3 15e@ 64 ($18.87) cash. This you give the 
unfortunates who are forced to surrender 
their policies. This is disgraceful. It cannot 
be rectified and the Mutual made a policy 
holders’ company by appointing to the presi- 
déncy a man who knows nothing about in- 
surance.”

DUEL ON TRAIN: WO DBAD 


CONSTABLE AND 3 PRISONERS IN 
DEATH BATTLE AT HIGH SPEED. 


Officer Conveying a Trio of Chicken 
Thieves to Jail at Fairfield, III., 
Shot Dead by One of Them—He 
Kills One and Wounds Another, 
Probably Fatally, Before He Dies— 
Every Window in the Car Shattered 
by Flying Bullets. 


* 


Fairfield, III., Dec. 22.— [Special. I- Two men 
were killed and a third probably fatally 
wounded in a revolvér battle on a rapidly 
moving train on the Southern railway leaving 
Wayne City this afternoon. Every window 
in the car was shattered by buljets and twen- 
ty-five passengers were thrown into a panic. 

The four men engaged in the battle were 
Constable James Ki on and three chicken 
thieves, Edward a Isaac Marshall and 
Walter Finley, all of Sims, III. 

The prisoners had had Their hearing before 
a justice of the peace at Wayne City and 
were ordered sent to the Fairfield jail pend- 
ing a trial. They were in the custody of 
Constable Kingston. 


Prisoner Begins the Battle. 

As the train drew near the town limits of 
Sims, Ed Marshall, without warning, drew a 
revolver and fired at Kingston, miseing him. 
Ike Marshall also drew a gun and began to 
shoot. 

The constable immediately opened fire on 
his assailants. His first bullet passed 
through the hat of a passenger, Zadok Smith 
of Ellery, Ill. A second bullet pierced Ike 
Marshall's heart and he fell dead. A third 
shot wounded Ed Marshall, but he was able 
to keep in the fight. 

Both the Marshall boys had been firing their 
guns rapidly until they fell, and several pas- 
sengers who happened to be armed took 
chance shots at the prisoners. 


Shoots Constable Dead. 

Ed. Marshall continued firing wildiy even 
after he was wounded He emptied his re- 
volver and while the bullets were flying 
through the car, shattering window glass 
and splintering the car seats, he reloaded 
his weapon and again opened fire on the 
constable. One of the shots passed through 
the constable’s heart, and he died instantly. 

On the train were State’s Attorney D. F. 
Thomas and James Harlan, the Southern 
Railway detective, and they sueceeded final- 
ly in overpowering Ed Marshall, who was 
rapidly weakening from@oss of blood. 

Walter Finley took no part in the battle, 
being unarmed He was lodged in jail in 
Fairfield with Ed Marshall, and the jail is 
being guarded to 8 a possible lynching. 

The bodies of Constable Kingston and Tike 
Marshall were taken off the train at Sims, 
where Coronéer.McMackin ig holding an in- 
quest.

POINTS IN CHINA-JAPAN TREATY. 


Celestial Empire Concedes Right to 
Build Railways—Manchuria’s 
Open Door a Reality. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—Important 
details of the treaty between China and. 
Japan, signed at Peking today, have reached 
the state department by cable. China 
consents to lease to Japan the Liaotung 
peninsula, at the southern extremity of 
which are Port Arthur and Dalny. This ter- 
ritory formerly was held by Russia under 
lease from China. China concedes to Japan 
the control of the railway on the peninsula 
northward as far as Changchin. This is one 
of the spurs which connect with the Russian 
Siberian railway system, and the point 
named probably will mark the division be- 
tween Russian and Japanese control. 

China also concedes to Japan the right to 
build a railway from Antung, on the Yalu 
river, to Mukden, the ancient capital of Man- 
churia, probably along the line of the famous 
old military or caravan road. It is provided, 
however, that at the end of a certain period 
the road may be purchased by China. 

Most important of all of the provisions of 
the treaty is an article whereby China agrees 
to open to the world’s commerce and trade 
sixteen principal ports and. cities in Man- 
churia, including Harbin, the modern Rus- 
sian capital of the province, and its most 
important railroad center, thus marking. in 
the opinion of the state department officials, 
the final success of the long struggle by the 
United States for the open door.

bic Graft Discovered in Raising of 
Money to Purchase the House 
Where President First Saw the 
Light — Enthusiast Who Got Ex- 
tremely Busy and Ran Things with 
‘Patriotic Fervor Is Suspected and 
Ousted from Club. 


New York, Dec. 22.—[Special.]—In the re- 
organization of the Roosevelt Home club it 
has developed that scores of cash subscrip- 
tions toward the purchase of the president's 
birthplace at 28 East Twentieth street, and 
its preservation against the encroachments 
of commercialism, never have been accounted 
for. It also has been found that a strenuous 
effort was made to realize $5,000 on Henry 
C. Frick’s note for $10,000, given some time 
age contingent upon the club acquiring the 
property. The extent of the alleged embez- 
zlement is unknown, but will reach into 
thousands. 

The organization was started two years ago 
by men living in the vicinity. It rented the 
third floor of the house in which the presi- 
dent was born for its meeting place. The 
original organizers did not know much about 
running a club. While things were in this 
chaotic state thefe appeared 3 the mem- 
bers L. P. Glazel. 


Suspected Man * Things. 

Glazel was a busy person and seemed to 
know all about running a club. He con- 
vinced a Hundred or more members that he 
did anyway and he was elected president. 
He entered heartily into the scheme for hav- 
ing the home purchased by subscriptions. 

As far as the reorganizers have been able 
to learn he not only wrote letters to peo- 
ple asking them to subscribe, but he pushed 
the scheme to such an extent that he told 
other members they could have a percentage 
of all the money they individually collected. 
R. W. Marn@field, one of the members, says 
this is in direct violation of the agreement 
Glazel made with him. 

Glazel has been expelled from the club and 
charges have been brought against him 
which he has been called upon to answer be- 
fore the meeting on next Tuesday night. His 
papers have been seized by the reorganizers 
and they are trying to decipher them and 
find out just how much money has beep 
collected. If the reorganizers find that the 
money has been misappropriated they will 
take steps to recover It. 

The men who are interested in having the 
club succeed say they are having a hard 
time in getting the names of subscribers. 
Up to date the reorganizers have learned 
that Thomas A. Edison subscribed 5200 and 
Henry Clews, the banker, $100. 


Will Return Frick’s Note. 

Inasmuch as the original organizers of the 
club never got possession of the property 
Mr. Frick has not been asked to make good 
his note. If it can be found it probably will 
be returned to him. The reorganizers say 
the note has been hard worked ever since 
Mr. Frick gave it. 

If the reorganizers can’t complete the 
work they have started there will be many 
resignations from the club. A few days ago 
Roderick Begs, George E. Graham, and two 
other men put up $6,000 to acquire the Roose- 
velt ‘birthplace. The price demanded for 
the property is $60,000, and one-tenth of that 
amount had to be paid in cash before the 
club could get a title. The mortgage covers 
the rest. It is proposed to pay this mortgage 
off by subscriptions to be properly accounted 
for. 

A good many persons who have been asked 
to subscribe money to this undertaking have 
wondered if there is any real necessity for 
such aclub. Mr. Graham had this to say of 
the efforts of President Begg and his fellow 
workers: 

They have a hard job before them, but I 
think they can accomplish what they have 
set out todo. They are handicapped by the 
actions of some of the former members, par- 
ticularly one person, who tried to realize on 
Mr. Frick’s note. That note was shown to 
many prominent men in an effort to get them 
to subscribe and finally an effort was made 
to realize on it. I am glad to say no one 


would give up the $5,000 demanded for it.

York yesterday and today that thestate de- 
partment of insurance was aware Of the 
fact that the Mutual, New York Life, and 
other big Companies were in the habit cf con- 
stantly concealing their assets and minimiz- 
ing their profits so that policy holders should 
not recognize the fact that the insurance they 
were getting was at an excessive cost. The 
state insurance department similarly wag. 
blind fo the fact that McCurdy; MeCah Alex- 
ander, Hyde, and other distinguished insur- 
ance experts were drawing enormous sal- 
aries, which, of course, all came out of the 
policy holders. It was developed also that 
in some cases the insurance department was 
fully aware that certain nonledger assets 
yielded an income which did not go to the 
company, but to the officers and to àn inner 
ring engaged in the management. Supt. 
Hendricks was frank enough to say that hig 
department did not, could not, and should 
not concern itself with the details of admin- 
istration beyond the determination of the 
fact of the solvency or insolvency of the com- 
pany. 

Members of the judiciary committees of 
both house and senate say that an exactly 
similar condition of affairs wil) develop if 
the United States government attempts to 
comrol the insurance companies. That is 
to say, the lawyers in congress insist that 
even if the courts finally should decide that 
insurance is interstate commerce, thus giv- 
ing the federal government the right of 
regulation; it would be impossibie to proceed 
4 bit further than the New York state de- 
partment of insurance has gone. These big 
lawyers in congress insist that the power of 
congress never can extend to the point where 
it can regulate the salaries of a railroad 
or insurance company. It can, they say, 
never agsume to determine the ratio of ex- 
pense to income. 

Limit to Federal Control. 

In the long run, therefore, federal super- 
vision, like the control by states, must be 
limited to the question as to whether the 
companies can perform their contracts or 
not. So long as they are solvent, it is said, 
congress cannot assume to dictate theif 
methods of business, nor could a federal 
department of insurance limit salaries oF 
commissions in the insurance business any 
more than {ft could in the railroad busi- 
ness. 

‘If insurance is interstate commerce, I haye 
been told, congress may assume to regulate 
the prices which shail be charged to the 
public just as it is now proposed to regu- 
late the rates for’ the transportation on 
railroads. If, when those rates are once 
established, the insurance companies pile 
up millions and squander their profits in 
extravagant expenses and enormous salar- 
les, congress will have no power to do any- 
thing more than tb cut down future rates of 
insurance. It cannot impair a contract by 
touching continuing rates for insurance 
already enforced. An insurance policy is a 
time contract, can be altered or amended 
in a thousand different particulars, and con- 
gress would be kept busy establishing in- 
surance rates if it once went into that 
branch of business. Otherwise it cannot 
regulate salaries, determine profits, fix divi- 
dends, or do anything at all which the state 
insurance departments are not now fully 
equipped to perform. 

No Legislation This Session. 

It ig said by influential members of the 
house and senate that no legislation involving 
actual federal supervision of insurance com- 
panies can possibly be passed at the present 
session of congress. There are too many 
nice legal questions to be settled, and there 
is too great a disagreement as to the methods 
to be adopted to put the companies under su- 
pervision of the federal government. It is 
more than likely that President Roosevelt 
may send in later a special message dealing 
with the insurance situation. He would 
naturally wait until the New York investi- 
gation is concluded so as to have at hand all 
the information available. It is likely there 
may ‘be some legisiation in congress looking 
toward greater publicity for the insurance 
business, a voluntary system of inspection 
by the federal bureau of corporations, and 
the issue of certificates as proposed by Mr. 
Mann of Chicago and one or two others in 
the house and senate. Actual federal super- 
vision is about as far off now as it was when

DUE TO WIFE’S ILLNESS. 


It He Takes Up Work Later 


Everything Must Begin All 
Over Again. 


Richard Yates not only has postponed in- 
definitely the opening of his campaign, as 
Was announced yesterday morning, but he 
has closed his headquarters in Springfield, 
stopped all campaign work, and canceled all 
appointments. 

His friends and campaign managers in Chi- 
cago were at first at a loss to understand 
the significance of the step, but the cause for 
it is found in the serious condition of Mrs. 
Yates, She 18 80 ill ag to alarm all her friends, 
and, while hopes of her recovery are strong, 
the illness is such as to make it Impossible 
for the ex-governor to think of politics at 
this time. 

Reports from Springfield state that Mrs. 


| Yates is suffering partial paralysis and is 
| temporarily almost helpless. The flrat alarm- 


ing symptoms were noticed Tuesday. and 
since that time she has been growing worse 
until her condition has or: ground for 
grave apprehension. 


Word Received in Chicago. 


For this reason Mr. Yates has stopped all 
preparations for his campaign. His inten- 
tions have not been made known directly 
to his campaign managers in Chicago, and 
until yesterday they continued to work at 
matters of organization. Then the word was 
brought to them diréctly from Springfield 
that Yates had closed his headquarters there 
and the Chicago end of the campaign was 
brought to a temporary standstill. 

Scott Cowen, A. L. French, and State Game 
Warden Hanby Jones, who were in the city, 
made efforts to telephone Yates in Spring- 
field and discover what he proposed to do, 
but did not succeed in reaching him. 

Dispatches from Springfield published yes- 
terday stated that Yates, acting on the ad- 
vice of the physician 2 Mrs. Yates, 
had postponed the opening of his campaign, 
which was to have been at Hardin, Calhoun 
county, Dec. 27. They did not, however, in- 
dicate the full extent to which the former 
governor has stopped his political plans. 

The date at Hardin was not postponed. 
It was canceled. All other appointments 
have been canceled. If Yates takes up his 
campaigning again he will have to begin 
from the start. 

This disarrangement of plans comes at a 
time when his Chicago managers considered 
his prospects of success In Cook county bet- 
ter than they ever have been before. His 
issue was to have been federal interfer- 
ence,” and in the collapse of the Walsh 
banks his friends thought he had a subject 
which would have illustrated the inter- 
mingling of federal politics and general 
finance.

STATE PRIDE. 

A number of Chicagoans whe were so 
fortunate as to be born in Indiana and.so 
wise as to remove to Illinois when they came 
to years of discretion have formed a state 
society, It gave its first dinner night before 
last. There were speeches in which the 
merits of Indiana and its people were proud- 
ly set forth. The state was described as 
“the garden of the earth,” endowed with a 
clear, sane atmosphere.” The inhabitants 
are “sane and steady, typical of the true 
American.” Life in Indiana is so whole- 
some and sweet that the wonder is anybody 
should go away. Probably none do except 
those who are strongly imbued with the 


. wandering instincts . 


There was a snake in the garden of Hden, 
and absolute perfection is not found in that 
“garden of the earth officially known as 
Indiana. Occasionally some of the state 
officers seem to find it difficult to settle their 
It has been said that there isa 
great deal of political corruptiog in the state, 
and that the percentage of voters whose 
votes are for sale is painfully large. But 
these things happen in other states which in 
some respects have not so much to brag of as 
Indiana. The speakers at the banquet of 
the Indiana Society of Chicago were quite 
justified in omittiag all reference to the 
occasional shortcomings of their native state 
and in using only words of fervid eulogy. 

There is hardly a state in the union which 
is not represented in Chicago by some of 
its children. It is strange that there are 


not many state societies here instead of so 


few. It is easy, as citizens of foreign birth 
have shown, to be intensely proud of the 
country where one was born and also of the 
adopted country. Affection for Illinois is 
by no means incompatible with affection for 
Indiana, Virginia, or whatever other state 
a Chicagoan may happen to have been born 
and brought up in. 

The days when there were men in whom 
state pride outranked national pride have 
gone by. The American in foreign lands 
who is asked whence he comes no longer 
says Kentucky ” or South Carolina,” but 
“the United States.“ State pride is a vir- 
tue, and the more of it there is—within rea- 
sonable limits—the better. Men should al- 
ways be ready to stand up for the state 
whence they came and for the state in which 
they live. 

No one should scoff at the sons of Indiana 
for praising their mother state so warmly. 


| No one should call them members of a mu- 


tual admiration society. They have a right 
to be proud of the state whence they came. 
The sons of other states which have equally 

records ought to form their societies 


and let the loud voice of unmeasured glorifi- 
cation be heard. 


THE SPIRIT OF THE SERVICE. 

The report comes from Annapolis that 
the membe#% of the first class in the naval 
academy have voted to give permission to 
the members of the fourth class to testify 
before the board which is investigating haz- 
ing. It is dn extraordinary thing that such 
action should be necessary. The students at 
Annapolis are in the service of the United 
States government. 

From the time when they are appointed to 
the naval academy until they, have served 
the prescri time after graduating they 
receive ‘board, clothing, and pay from the 
government, and most ot them expect to re- 
main in the service untif retired by disease, 
old age, or death. They take the oath of 
allegiance to the United States, and are the 
future defenders of the laws, property, and 
interests of the United States. It might be 


expected that they, would be zealous in 


learning and in observing especially the 
regulations of the service in which they 
expect to spend their lives. The spirit of 
the service is constantly appealed to by 
graduates of the academy to secure the 
performance of disagreeable or danger- 
ous duties. Afloat or ashore the Amer- 
ican naval officer is known for his 
ready boldness and intelligent initiative 
when in command and his unquestioning 
obedience to orders when in a subordinate 
position. The safety of the country depends 
as much upon the one quality as upon the 
other. 

That a code should bave developed in the 
academy which is considered by these em- 
bryonic’ officers superior to the law of the 
land is astounding. In boarding schools 
and colleges of an inferior sort hazing still 
exists. It is a remnant of primitive sav- 
agery which has been handed down by tradi- 
tion, and though vanishing gradually with 
advancing civilization may be expected to 
linger some years longer. But the students 
in such institutions are not sworn officers of 
the government. supported by the govern- 
ment, and. under special governmental! su- 
pervision and regulation. The naval acad- 
emy is national in character. It draws upon 
all’sections of the country for its member- 
ship. Its students are picked men, but they 
are not intended to feel that in entering the 
academy they enter a clique whose peculiar 
superiority makes their customs of greater 
sanctity than the oath which they take upon 
accepting the honor of appointment. 

The secretary of the navy has found that 
he has not the power to dismiss a student 
from the academy without a court of in- 
quiry. There are two courses open. Hither 
congress must take cognizance of the fact 
that it is inadvisable to treat the cadets as 
officers and gentlemen, and must put in the 
secretary's hands the power of summary dis- 
missal, or the offenders must voluntarily 
abandon the habit of gross and defiant viola- 
tion of the rules of the service by whose 
spirit they claim to be inspired. 


THE BUSCH CASE. 

It is not particularily creditable to any- 
body to try to make it appear that the case 
of Mr. Francis X. Busch turns on a tech- 
nical question as to the precise legal status 
of his position as attorney for the civil sery- 
leb commission. The real question is not as 
to whether or not che mayor has the legal 
power, if he chooses to arrogate it to him- 
self, to appoint the attorney for that com- 
mission. The real question is as to whether 
Mayor Dunne, in view of his civil service 
pledges in the past and of the indispensable- 
‘ness of high administrative standards to any 
successful municipal training, can consist- 
ently remove an experienced and highly sat- 
isfactory public official merely to make place 
for a political adherent. Indeed, the ques- 
tion is as to whether he can consistently in- 
terfere in any way with the natura] right 
of the commission to select its own attorney. 

It is mere self-sophistication to pretend 
‘that such an act is reconcilable either with 
civil service principles or with good admin- 
istrative It can only be reconciled 
with and it is a part of à plan to exploit 
8 It stands for 
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law was devised to 
end, and of those harmful conditions which 
are ed the chief objections to ‘the 
policy ot extending municipal activities. 
Why the ‘clamor of certain obtrusive 
advocates of municipal ownership for such 
an inffaction both of the civil service prin- 
ciple ‘and of the demands of good govern- 
ment as the proposed displacement would 
involve? That clamor is the voice of hunger 
for office and for the political power which 
office under the spoils régime involves. 

It is the clear duty of Mayor Dunne to 
gauge such clamor wisely. Tue Tano 
makes no pretense of favoring his municipal 
ownership plans, but it does favor the ad- 
ministration of the civil service la w. in a 
manner free from political bias. It does 
object to a violation of the central principle 
of that law through the removal, without 
cause, of an efficient attorney of the com- 
mission. It does object to the appointment 
in his place of a protégé of one of the mem- 
bers of the commission because he is politi- 
cally active in support of the mayor. It 
affirms furthermore that the civil service 
commission in the past has followed the 
right practice in selecting its own attorney, 
that the finance committee has done rightly 
in assigning appropriations accordingly, 
and that for the mayor to break down that 
practice would be a reprehensible act. 

It may well be recalled that Mr. Busch 
was appointed on the explicit reeommenda- 
tion of the graft investigating committee. 
That committee advised that a special ap- 
propriation be made for the purpose, and 
that a special attorney be employed by the 
commission to investigate and prepare the 
cases coming before it. The commission did 
not recommend that Mayor Harrison ap- 
point this attorney to investigate the work 
of his other appointees. It recommended 
that the civil service commission itself make 
the appointment. The method of appoint- 
ment was considered by ‘the committee to be 
vital and is so. *

XTENSIVE estates in C wall, which 
ebelonged to the late Warwick 
ron omni lt ase who died at an ad- 
— age last March without issue, 
are awaiting his kinsman, Leslie 
Morshead, who came to this country a num- 
ber of years ago, and has completely been 
lost sight of by his relatives. He is the son 
of Edward Treise Morshead and descended 
from a younger son of William Morshead, 
who married Olympia, sister and sole heiress 
of her brother, Sir Christopher Treise. Will- 
iam Morshead's eldest son, John, was cre- 
ated a baronet in 1784, and was one of the 
principal members of the household & the 
prince regent; afterwards George IV., and 
held also many offices in connection with 
the duchy of Cornwall, including that of lord 
warden of the stannaries. The late baronet, 
Sir Walter, was the third to bear the title, 
and became by his first marriage with a sis-— 
ter ot the late Sir Willtam Vernon Harcourt, 
brother-in-law of the American and now 
widowed Lady Harcourt (daughter of the 
historian and United States diplomat, J. 
Lothrop Motley] and an-uncle, of course, to 
Lewis Harcourt, the newly appointed com- 
migsioner of public works in London and 
nephew of J. Pierpont Morgan. 
he baronetcy has now become extinct, 
but the estates, which comprise a couple 
of grand old country seats and some very 
valuable mining property, remain, and these 
are awaiting Leslie Morshead; and if any of 
my readers happen to know anything about 
him they would do well to communicate 
either with me or with his cousin, Walter 
Morshead, a member of the English bar at 
10 Salisbury equare, London, E. C. 

The Morsheads are one of the oldest fami- 
lies. of the west of England, and their name 
is to be found on almost every page the 
annals of the duchy of Cornwall for many 
hundreds of years past, while they are con- 
nected by ties of marriage with the Tre- 
lawnys and many other of the equally old 
houses of Cornwall.

Although Sir William Kellett's residence 
is given as Melbourne in Australia, he is 
today a pauper inmate of St. Joseph's Catho- 
lic home at Plymouth in England, after 
spending the last six months as a pauper in 
receipt of what is known as “ outdoor re- 
ef from the parish workhouse at Totnes. 
Paralyzed by two successive strokes, crip- 
pled and with his speech affected, there is 
no hope of any rescue of the unfortunate 
baronet from his poverty and from the 
workhouse by means of one of those mar- 
riages by which wealthy women, yearning’ 
for un ancient name and for a title, obtain 
these in return for afinuities to the pauper 
husbands to.whom they usually bid adieu 
forever at the door of the church or of the 
register’s office on the completion of the wed- 
ding ceremony. 

Sir William is the son of a London mer- 
chant, ruined by reverses, and was earning 
his bread as the manager of a private schoo! 
at Romsey in Kent, when he was notified in 
1886 that through the death of his cousin in 
Australia he had inherited the latter’s baro- | 
netcy and estate, the property being esti- 
mated at half a million of dollars. Sir Will- 
lam parted with his school at a considerable 
sacrifice, and scraping together all the little 
money that he possessed sailed for Austra- 
lia, only to find that his cousin’s estate had 
been left so heavily incumbered that it was 
hopeless to expect to obtain anything there- 
from. Aceordingly he returned to England 
and took up music teaching, his income never 
at any time exceeding $500 a year. He lost 
his first wife many years ago and last year 
was about to contract a second marriage 
with a woman at Kingston who offered to 
provide for him for life in return forehis 
name and his title. But when he saw the 
physical wreck to which she was about to 
ally herself, she broke off the match, being 
unwilling even for the sake of becoming a 
baronet’s dame to go through any ceremony 
of marriage with such a pitiable object. 

The Kelletta’ are one of the old county 
families of Norfolk, but have been settled 
since the reign of King William III. in Ire- 
land, particulgrly in the counties of Tipper- 
ary and Cork. The baronetcy dates from 
the middle of the eighteenth century and on 
the death of Sir William will pass to his 
only brother, Henry Kellett, who has long 
made his home in Australia, but who has 
for twenty years past or more held no com- 
munication with Bir William.

Apropos of baronets in straitened circum- 
stances, I hear from Ireland of the death of 
Str Thomas O'Connor Moore, the heir 60 
whose ancient honors is an American citi- 
zen making his home somewhere or other in 
this country. Sir Thomas, whose baronetcy 
was created away back in 1681, was the son 
of Sir Richard Moore, who, after losing his 
job as a third class warder of the great 
Irish penitentiary on Spike island, died in 
1882 as a professional street beggar in Dub- 
lin. Sir Thomas was for a time in business 
as a potato dealer in a small way at Cork, 
but came to grief in all his manifold com- 
mercial enterprises, and a couple of years 
or so ago aroused a good deal of attention 
of an unenviable character by his arrest at 
Cork for the pawning of a watch which did 
not belong to him, in order to raise the money 
to purchase a decent suit of clothes in Which 
to be married to an elderly woman of wealth, 
with whom a match had been negotiated 
through a matrinronial agency. The match 
was broken off, however, at the last moment, 
and it was this frustration of all his hopes 
that landed Sir Thomas high but not dry in 
the police court at Cork. As he did not 
marry subsequently, his baronetcy now goes 
to the eldest son or grandson of Charles 


Moore, who emigrated to this country nearly 


eighty years ago, marrying here and having 
a large family of children. No landed estates 
go with the title, which, as far as property 
is concerned, is a perfectly barren honor. 

t may be added that, inasmuch as the vari- 
ous peerages and similar works of reference 
contain. no record of the marriage of Charlies 
Moore, younger son of Sir Ei:.:uanuel Moore, 
ninth baronet of the line, although they es- 
tablish the fact that he married in this 
country and had male issue, some difficulty 
is likely to be experienced in hunting up 
in the United States the new and twelfth 
baronet and successor to the honors of old 
Sir Thomas. 

The “seals of office,” concerning which 
we have heard so much of late in connec- 
tion with their surrender by the sécretaries 
of state of the Balfour administration to 
King Edward, who subsequently intrusted 
these emblems of office to the ministers of 
the new Campbell-Bannerman cabinet, con- 
sist of sets of three seals known respectively 
as the signet, the seai, and the cachet. At 
the foreign office the signet is affixed to in- 
struments which authorize plenipotentiaries 
to treat, or to the ratification of treaties. 
The seal is used for royal warrants, counter- 
‘gigned by the secretary of state, while the 
cachet is used to seal the envelopes of letters 
containing official communications sent 
through the foreign office from the sovereign 
to his fellow rulers. 

Strictly speaking, seals of office are only 
held by the secretaries of state, and nof by 
any of the other members of the administra- 
tion, excepting the lord privy seal, who has 
charge, as his title implies, of the privy seal, 
and the lord high chancellor of the realm, 
who has confided to his care the great seal 
of England.

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MRS. CRAIGIE’S FATHER 
BECOMES AN AUTHOR, 


John Morgan Richards, in “With 
John Bull and Jonathan, Tells 
Experience in Introducing Amer- 
ican Methods in England. 


[By Jeannette L. Gilder, Editor of the Critic.} 
R. JOHN MORGAN RICHARDS, the 
father of Mrs. Craigie, who accom- 
panied his daughter to this country, 
has returned to England. Before re- 
turning to the home of his adoption 
Mr. Richards made arratigeménts with 
Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. for the publica- 
tion of his book, With John Bull and 
Jonathan.“ Mr. Richards’ book is entirely 
autobfographical, and it tells the story of an 
interesting and successful life. He calls him- 
self the man behind the screen,” and is 
proud to confess himself as a pioneer of 
American proprietary articles in England. 
He was the first sensational American ad- 
vertiser to invade England. He has been 
president of the American society in Lon- 
don, and he was the intimate friend of Dr. 
Joseph Parker and an active worker in the 
City temple, but perhaps his greatest claim to 
the attention of the reading world is that he 
is the father of John Oliver. Hobbes. 

Mr. Richards looks out upon life through 
rose colored glasses, and mo wonder. He 
has worked hard, but always successfully, 
and has amassed a fortune. He began his 
business career in this country. His instruc- 
tions from his employers in carrying his 
wares to the Pacific coast were, In making 
newspaper contracts, please remember you 
are not limited in advertising to any amount 
of dollars. Create a sensation.’ Young 
Richards lost no time in acting upon these 
instructions. In those early days of Call- 
fornia’s history there were no railways or 
telegraphs for the conveyance of money. 
Mr. Richards’ method of identification at the 
express office when any question was raised 
was to bare his right arm and exhibit his 
name, which was tattooed upon it. This, he 
Says, was original, but never failed tu 
satisfy the most skeptical cashier with whom 
I had to deal.“ 


— 


Mr. Richards was marrled when he was 23 
years of age. He lived in Boston for awhile, 
then came to New York, where he entered 
the service of Demas Barnes & Co. Mr. 
Demas Barnes, he remarks, ‘* wasa remarka- 
ble man of business, possessed of untiring 
industry, and amazing shrewdness, who had 
the rare gift of inspiring all about him with 
confidence and winning their devotlon.“ Mr. 
Barnes started him out on his career as an 
advertising agent or exploiter of the firm’s 
goods. His employer directed him to visit 
every town in Pennsylvania, Ohio, IIunols, 
Indiana, and Missouri—the journey to ocoupy 
three months. His instructions to him were: 
Stop at every town in these states on the 
line of railway where there isa church spire, 
a bank, and a newspaper office”’ Mr. Rich- 
ards carried no samples, only a catalogue con- 
taining a price list of about 1,000 articles in 
which the firm dealt. He wasallowed all the 
uxur les of travel to be had in those days, and 
his expenses averaged about 88 a day, includ- 
ing railway fares. After making several 
tours through the south and west he wagsent 
to California by steamer, stopping on the 
Isthmus of Panama for a week. His in- 
structions were to place his advertising in 
religious, secular, and literary weeklies—not 
in @aites. Leaving hie wife in San Fran- 
cisco, Mr. Richards started for the interior 
of the state. He drove his mustang ponies 
himself, and covered during his tour with 
them over 2,600 miles. He had many inter- 
esting experiences, and was often obliged to 
get shelter for the night in the most primi- 
tive of inns; sleep on the floor in a room 
with a dosen miners and teamsters; partake 
of food of coarsest deacription, badly cooked; 
barroom open all night; drunken men quar- 
reling, and sometimes shooting at one an- 
other—im fact, roughing it as rough as is

Mayor Agrees toContinue Him 
as Merit Board Attorney 
for the Present. 


ANOTHER POST FOR FINN. 


Commissioner of Public Works 
Writes to Civil Service 
Association. 


Mayor Dunne agreed yesterday to retain 
Frank x. Busch as attorney for the civil 
service commission until after the trial of 
Col. Ricard O’Sullivan Burke, harbor en- 
gineer, who is accused of neglect of duty. 
Mr. Busch prepared this case and Is fully 
informed as to it. The understanding also 
is that the agreement went further and pro- 
vided that Mr. Busch will be retained until 
all of the cases he now has in hand shall be 
completed. 

From this has come the story, which was 
well received in the city hall, that in all 
probability no change in the position will be 
made, and Richard J. Finn, the I. M. O. ad- 
vocate slated for the Busch place, will be re- 
warded with some other place in the corpora- 
tion counsel's office. The mayor would not 
acknowledge that he had reconsidered the 
Finn appointment, but if it is not put into 
effect soon it probably never will be. 


Tells of Mayor’s Attitude. 


The commissioner of public works, who has 
taken considerable interest in having Mr. 
Busch retained, during the day wrote a letter 
as to the Mayor’s general attitude toward 
civil service reform. It was addressed to the 
Civil Service Reform association, and is as 
follows: 

“ Gentlemen—In view of the statements 
now being made that Mayor Dunne is seeking 
to emasculate civil service in this city, allow 
me to state what I know of his attitude in the 
matter. 

Since my tenure of office whenever an em- 
ployé of the department of public works 
seemed, with reasonable probability, to be 
inefficient or othérwise unfitted to hold his 
position, effort has been made to separate 
him from the elty service. In cases where 
the employé was not protected by the civil 


in some cases he has resigned; in most cases 
charges have been preferred against him be- 
fore the civil service commission. 

„ Maybr Dunne has never interfered to re- 
tain in the city’s employ any single individual 
who was not doing his work properly. The 


sonal, has been brought to bear upon the 
mayor in the case of certain employés 
marked for dismissal, but in no single case | 
in the public works department has he caused 
the retention of an unfit employé. This fact 
is true of no previous mayor of the city. 


Unprotected Patronage Used. 

“Tt is true that Mayor Dunne has made, 
for political reasons, removals and appoint- 
ments to positions specifically exempted from 
the operations of the civil service law. This 
is in accordance with the practice of all time 
in this city, and is now the practice in all 
other cities in the country, in all the states, 
and in the national government. 

“Again, Mayor Dunne has never sought. 
though in many cases he might seek suc- 
cessfully, to force out of the city's service for 
political reasons any official whose position 
was a civil service one. There are now inthe 
department of public works not a few em- 
pioyés who are openly opposed to the mayor 
politically, and who spend their evenings 
working against him. But Mayor Dunne has 
said in their cases, ‘No move will be made 
against them if between the hours of 9 and 5 
they. earn the salaries they receive from the 
city.’ 6 
„PFurthermore, Mayor Dunne has taken the 
garbage teams out of politics. That was a 
big thing fur him to do. No civil service or 
other law compelled him to do it. He did 
it of his own motion. 


Big Extension of Civil Service. 
“There are in the city some 500 teams 
whfch collect ashes, garbage, dirt, etc. Each 
of these has a driver and in most cases 
a separate owner. In years past this patron- 
age has been a great political power. in 
consequence garbage was badly collected in 


horses, has been collected from the houses 
of political friends and left before the houses 
of political enemies. The health of entire 
neighborhoods was menaced in this way. 
When Mayor Dunne appreciated this sys- 
tem he gave directions for it to cease forth- 
with. This order has been obeyed: Now 
these wagons are retained and employed sole- 
ly on the basis of their efficiency. With a 
stroke of the pen the mayor divested him- 
self of an enormous amount of political pa- 
tronage in order that the health of the com- 
munity might not be imperiled by uncollect- 
ed, rotting swill. 


Assessments Not Levied. 

In spite of the most enormous pressure 
brought upon him to rescind or at least 
emasculate his order he has steadfastly ad- 
hered to it. I submit, gentlemen, that has 
been a fine*thing for him to do. 

For the firgt time, as I believe, in the his- 
tory of the city hall assessments were not 
levied. at last fall's election against civil 
service employés. 

Without shadow of doubt Mayor Dunne 
has been far and away the firmest and most 
consistent upholder of civil service who has 
ever sat in the chair of the mayor of Chi- 
cago.

$550,000 FIGHT GOES TO COURT 


Council Committee Refuses to Arbitrate 
Claim of Weir & McKechney 
for Extras. 


The controversy over the old claim of Weir 
& MeKechney for $550,000 for extras in the 
construction of the Northwest land tunnel 
will be fought out in the courts. The coun- 
cil finance committee yesterday afternoon 
refused to arbitrate the dispute. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Sutherland 
flayed the contractors before the committee 
and frequently aroused John McKechney, the 
surviving contractor, to denial of his state- 
ments. N. C. Sears who represented Mr. 
McKechney, also replied to the city’s at- 
torney. 

My contention in this matter is that Weir 
& McKechney were overpaid $400,000, and 
that the work they did was improperly done 
because of the misconduct of the contrac- 
tots, Mr. Sutherland charged. 

* That is untrue.“ Mr: McKechney shouted. 

Lou never wanted to arbitrate this claim 
before. You have harassed the city with 
these suits ever since the work was done,“ 
Mr. Sutherland continued. “Instead of doing 
work like a reputable contractor you bring 
suits of this character, trying to get some 
money out of the city that it never owed. 
Instead, you owe the city $400,000, and I 
can get a judgment for this.amount before 
any jury in the county.“ 

Mr. Sutherland intimated in his arguments 
that in the trials of the case in the court 
witnesses and jurors had been tampered with 
and Mr. Sears resented this forcibly. 

When any man says that John S. Miller. 
who was then counsel in the case, suborned 
witnesses and had anything to do with the 
bribing of jurors, you gentlemen know that 
his statements are untrue,’ he declared. 

The lawyers quarreled over the various 
opinions oi the courts in the case, and Mr. 
Sears contended that if the case is retried 
McKechney will get a large verdict, while 
Mr. Sutherland held the city will be the 
gainer. The aldermen upheid the latter view 
and refused to settle the claim.

While the number of members 
of the exchange has not increased in the 
last twenty-five years, the volume of trans- 
actions has grown enormously. It is this re- 
lation between privilege and volume of busi- 
ness which is gradually forcing the price of 
seats to higher levels. 


Rise in Silver. 

Discussing the rise in the price of silver, the 
London Statist says, among other things: 

“A great many causes have contributed o 
bring about the marked and quite unexpected 
recovery in the price of silver. A little while 
ago a most pessimistic feeling prevailed. It 
was said that the Philippines, the Straits 
Settlements, China, and Mexico, were about 
to follow the example of the greater coun- 
tries; that they would sell the metal onan 
enormous scale, and that there was no know- 
ing to what depth the price might sink. But 
these countries have not sold. On the con- 
trary, they retain their silver. In Manchuria 
both the Russians and the Japanese issued 
notes based upon silver to a considerable ex- 
tent. And in addition, large amounts of sil- 
ver poured into that country te pay the 
troops, to pay native labor, and the like. 

In the remainder of Ghina there already 
has set in a remarkable recovery from the 
depression that followed the boxer move- 
ment. There is every indication that a period 
of remarkable prosperity is beginning. Great 
concessions have been granted to Japanese, 
Europeans, and Americans. These conces- 
sions will be worked actively. Railways are 
being built and will continue to be built on a 
great scale, and all this will necessarily cause 
a great increase in the currency. As yet that 
has not taken place to any material extent. 
Over and above all this there has been, owing 
to the great fall in the price of silver since the 
Indian minte were closed and the Sherman 
act was repealed by the United States, an 
unprecedented increase in the use of eilver in 
the arts. 

Again, the increase in the production of 
silver, which before the closing of the Indian 
mints was extraordinarily rapid, has of late 
become small. For instance, the director of 
the United States mint states that the world’s 
total production of silver in 1904 was 168, 
493,588 fine ounces, while in the previous 
year it wae 167,937,892 fine ounces, an in- 
crease of no more than 555,644 ounces.”
